When he was a junior at Hope 


High School, Mack was stuck 
with the nickname of "Gover- 
nor" after being elected gover- 
nor of Boys State. 


"I think the label pinned on 


me is flattering, but it can be 
misleading," he says. Never- 
theless, Mick says should the 
opportunity come, "I will be

appears to have all the political 
attributes, except experience. 
He's 
an articulate speaker, 


handsome and has developed a 
sense of timing. He plans to 
marry Donna Cochran of Hot 
Springs June 14, which also is 
his birthday. 


Since he was a sophomore at 


Hope High School, Mclarty has 


been a leader. He first was 
chosen vice president and then 
president of the student body. 
He held many other high offices 
and was chosen the school's 
outstanding senior. He also was 
quarterback of the football team 
and played in the 1963 high 
school all-star game. 


He entered the University of 


Arkansas 
and promptly was 


elected president of the Car- 
dinal 20, a group of the 20 
most outstanding freshmen at 
the university. He was elected 
president of the student body in 
1967 and will finish college next 
January with a degree in bank- 
ing and finance with a 3.7 
grade-point average. 


Before thinking about politics, 


however, Mack says he first 


.,the. .Army and 


4o»Hppei and work 


with his father, who is in the 
restaurant, leasing and automo- 
bile business in Hope and Tex- 
arkana. 


There are three requisites, he 


says, that must be proved posi- 
tive "before I say I'm getting 
into politics." 


"One is getting married. This 


will be a new dimension this 


and i wduld have to de« 


tef mine if t could enter politieai 
work and be of service and still 
Bat neglect my family, 


"Then, as you well know, 


politics ean be trying on your 
religion and 1 centatnly don't 
want to neglect my religious 
Work, And, third, Pve got to go 
baek and prove I'm a business* 
man. 


"If these prove positive and 


the water is right, then 1 would 
consider going into politics." 


Although governor or con* 


gressman may be the.top step 
on the ladder, McLarty sa'd his 
first step would be to state rep« 
resentative or state senator, 


"Certainly, if a young mm is 


to succeed., he will have to 
prove himself worthy of the 
voters, so this would be one of 
my first considerations," he 
said. 


"If everything works the way 


1 hope, 1 may run for the sen- 
ate or state representative," he 
said. "It's not from lack of 
planning, but I think I'd be fool- 
ish to solidify my plans so close- 
ly now where they couldn't be 
changed," 


McLarty says what needs f.o 


be dons in politics is "to ful- 
fill the promises you make.'"' 


Concerning current problems, 


McLarty said there is a "defi- 
nite need for the young and 
adult generations 
to have a 


meeting of the minds in the 
very near future." 


"This might be our under- 


lying problem, it might be more 
basic than Vietnam, the finan- 
cial crisis or anything else," he 
said. 


"We've got to have comtn-jni- 


cations and mutual respect and 
•a point where young people 
are given responsibility," he 
said. "I don't mean to lay this 
on the older generation. It's not 
all their fault, some is our 
own. 


"This hits me right in the 


face, being 21, but this is one 
area that needs to take place. 
A lot of people think I should 
eventually run, but at 21 I 
don't think I can sit here and 
say I will run for governor or 
even enter politics." 


"I've got to come to grips 


with these other aspects of life 
before I can enter the political 
arena," he said. "I hope to be 
able to justify this respect in 
me and if that's the way the 
chips fall, that's wonderful, but 
I can't close my mind to other 
possibilities." 


Will Not Seek 
Re-election

Formula Cuts 
Back State 
Road Funds 
WASHINGTON (AP) - A re- 


vised formula for federal high- 
way aid will permit about half 
the states in the United States 
to obligate more money this 
calendar year but the formula 
will have an adverse affect on 
Arkansas. 


Arkansas will be limited to 


$36;6 million Under the formula 
which was announced Thursday 
by Secretary of Transportation 
Alan S. Boyd. The limit for Ar- 
kansas was $37.1 million under 
the formula announced in Jan- 
uary. 


Boyd said that the old for- 


mula froze federal aid obliga- 
tion levels about five per cent 
below the 1967 level for each 
state and that this was unfair 
for 
some states which had 


hoped to catch up this year 
after relative inactivity in 1967.

Surcharge 
Is Denied 


LfTTLE ROCK (AP)- State 


Insurance Commissioner Allan 
Horne said Thursday that a re* 
quest by seven insurance com* 
panies and five rating bureaus 
for a surcharge on fire, bur- 
glary and property damage 
policies in Arkansas was dls* 
criminatory, 


He turned down the request 


and added that the firms had 
provided no statistical date to 
back up their request, 


The insurance companies con- 


tended that the surcharge was 
necessary to offset possible 
damage claims from riots, 


Horne said the charges would 


be discriminatory because they 
would apply to cities, towns and 
rural areas with little risk of 
riots. 


The companies wanted to 


charge an added $1 a year on 
fire and extended coverage and 
homeowner policies on homes 
throughout the state, a 2 per 
cent surcharge for burglary and 
glass insurance coverage on 
commercial property through- 
out the state and a rider on 
policies for governmental bodies 
excluding coverage for bodily 
injury or property damage.

Rep. Marion Crank of Foreman 
filed as a Democratic candidate 
for governor today and refused 
to apologize for his association 
with W. R. Stephens, president 
of Arkansas Louisiana Gas Co. 


Crank said that if his friend- 


ship with Stephens is the only 
thing that is going to be said 
about his candidacy that he will 
be glad to stand on that friend- 
ship. 


Crank paid his $1,500 filing 


with $1 bills collected in his 
home county, Little River, and 
delivered 
to him by Mayor 


Ernest Cowling of Ashdown and 
acting Mayor Bill Pullen of 
Foreman. 


As soon as Crank finished 


signing filing papers, he looked 
up and said to newsmen, "Now, 
does that remove any question 
about whether I am going to 
run?"

Crank was told "the only 


question is who's going to run 
the state when you get elected," 
He answered, "Me!" 


Crank said he resigned Thurs- 


day as a vice president of the 
Arkansas 
Cement Corp., an 


Arkla subsidiary, and that he

ployed. "We hope to correct 
that next November," he added. 


Crank said he would finance 


his campaign with contributions 
because he had no personal 
money to put into it. 


Much of his news conference 


after the filing was devoted to 
his discussion of his relation- 
ship to Stephens and Crank be- 
gan by saying, "I don't even 
know how to start on a thing 
of this type." 


He said he believed that Ste- 


phens would support him and 
said he would be proud of this 
support,

Leftwingers

ROME (AP) - 
Conflict be- 


tween the Vatican and left-wing 
Italian Catholics intensified this 
week. 


The Vatican Daily L'Osserva- 


tore Romano, criticizing mili- 
tant Catholics who have turned 
their backs on the Church-sup- 
ported Christian Democrat par- 
ty of Premier Aldo Moro, inti- 
mated that such persons were 
not really Catholics any more. 


The statement—and a con- 


gress of dissenting Catholics 
which touched it off—added fuel 
to a controversy that has be- 
come one of the major Issues In 
the campaign for the May 19-20 
national elections. 


Some 50 different groups of 


dissenting Catholics held their 
second congress Sunday in the 
Communist-run city of Bologna 
to protest what they call heave- 
handed Interference In politics 
by Italian bishops. 
They called for a "New Left" 
outside the realm of the Chris- 
tian 
Democrat and Socialist 


c e n t e r -1 e f t alliance. They 
agreed to collaborate in prepar- 
ation of a "White Book" to doc- 
ument "the meddling and pres- 
sure of the ecclesiastical hier- 
archy. . .in the present electoral 
moment." 


The d i s s e n t i n g Catho- 


lics, some of whom have agreed 
to run as independents on the 
Communist party ticket, were 
referring in part to a January 
statement issued In the narao of 
the Italian bishops' conference 
calling on Catholics to vote for 
the Christian Democrats once 
again. 


This drew protests from some 


liberal bishops notably Michele 
Cardinal Pellegrlno of Turin 
and Archbishop Salvatore Bal- 
dassarri of Ravenna,

Johnson Is 
Tantalizing 
Hon-candidate

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson, as he mates duty 
calls around the nation follow- 
ing his drama Me withdrawal 
from the 1968 election, is prov- 
ing to be a most tantalizing non- 
candidate, 


Johnson made his first post- 


announcement political appear- 
ance at a Chicago gathering 
Wednesday night and, for a 
self-declared "lame duck" man- 
aged to sneak suspense into his 
speech. 


The thrust of the chief execu- 


tive's remarks at a Democrat- 
ic-sponsored fund-raising din- 
ner, was yet another appeal for 
national unity and a declaration 
that in the November balloting, 
perhaps, more than ever in the 
past, "we shall be choosing oar 
future—and the future of our 
children." 


Then, in an additio to his 


prepared text, he said: 


"There are mothers and fa- 


thers«in every land—and Lam 
one of those fathers and she 
(Mrs. Johnson, who accompa- 
nied him) is one of those moth- 
ers—who despise war as their 
children despise it. 


"I will devote all my days, all 


my powers and all my energies 
to winning the peace that is the 
prayer of every single Ameri- 
can family." 


But for all the philosophical 


seriousness of his address, 
Johnson seemed to titillate his 
cheering audience 
most with 


teasing additions to his pre- 
pared text. 


Right at the start, he re- 


marked that his reception had 
led him to suspect for a fleeting 
moment that he had leaped 
ahead in time to another meet- 
ing in Chicago—to the Dem> 
cratic National Convention that 
will be held there in August. 


"But then," he continued, "I 


remembered who I was—the 
President and not the vice presi- 
dent." 


As he paused, there was a 


new burst of cheering from par- 
tisans who appeared to think 
Johnson had chosen that mo- 
ment to endorse a personal

Negro coaches, academic coun- 
seling which the Negroes say is 
designed "for blacks to place 
them in courses where they will 
maintain eligibility" and a lack 
of Negroes employed In jobs at 
Jenison Fieldhouse, the intra- 
mural building, ticket office and 
ice arena. 


Another grievance was that 


MSU discourages Negroes from 
participating in baseball and 
some other sports. The black 
athletes also complained that 
there are no Negro doctors or 
trainers to treat athletes, there 
is no Negro cheer leader and 
the athletic counselor should 
have a Negro assistant. 


John Hannah, MSU president, 


said he had been given a set of 
the demands earlier this week 
but was away from campus un- 
til Thursday. 


Hannah was leaving today for 


a meeting of the U.S. Civil 
Rights Commission, of which he 
is chairman, and will return 
May 2. He said, "I will be happy 
to meet with them upon my re- 
turn." 


He pointed out that Don Cole- 


man, a Negro and former All-A- 
merican football lineman, re- 
cently, was hired as an assistant 
football coach. 


MSU, which has an enroll- 


ment of 37,000, has been noted 
for some of its outstanding Ne- 
gro athletes.

out- 


spoken Republican who won 
his party's laurels in 1964 


only to be crushed in a Demo- 
cratic landslide, is a man not 
easily pigeon-holed, Just about 
the time his party goes off in 
one direction, he will, indepen* 
dent and free-thinking as always, 
take off in another, 


In an interview with represen- 


tatives of a national magazine, 
Goldwater was asked his opinion 
of American youth. What he had 
to say should reassure those who 
are persuaded by headlines that 
many college campuses are dens 
of immorality, rebellion, 
and 


drugs. 


"This generation of students," 


said the former U.S. Senator, 
"is the finest we've had in my 
lifetime. If you gathered up every 
oddball from every campus in 
this country, you'd have a hard 
time filling half a stadium." 


Goldwater 
has 
visited 56 


campuses and has plans to visit 
30 more this spring. His college 
itinerary is not without political 
overtones since he will seek elec- 
tion to his old Senate post. But 
if what Goldwater says about the 
younger generation is accurate 
— and we believe it is — then, 
his expression of confidence in 
it will transcend any personal 
benefits that might accrue. 


Put another way, patting the 


youth of America on the back 
may get him a few votes 
in 


Arizona, but it does more than 
that. It puts the crabbed atti- 
tude toward youngsters in pro- 
per perspective. The country has 
needed a voice to allay the sus- 
picion that college students are 
traveling down the proverbial 
road to perdition. For example, 
Goldwater compares his genera- 
tion with the present one. His 
comments are Interesting on two 
points in particular! bizarre 
dress and drinking. 


"I think back to when I was 


their age and we shaved our 
heads and wore bell-bottom trou- 
sers and square-toed shoes, and 
thought it was very clever to paint 
the heads of the sophomores. We 
danced the Charleston and the 
Black Bottom and drank home- 
brew. I don't think there's any 
gread difference. There's not as 
much drinking today as there 
was when I was that age. On 
the campuses, I find much less 
drinking than there was when 
I was in school. I also find a 
much deeper, more widespread 
interest in religion." 


Oddly enough, Goldwater has 


not been heckled and subjected 
to demonstrations on a large 
scale 
like 
other 
campus 


speakers. In fat, because of this, 
hardly anyone knew of his aaven- 
tures among the young. The dia- 
logue 
has 
been quite, unob- 


trusive, and obviously beneficial 
to both candidate and student. 
One is prompted to say "hurray 
for Barry" for puncturing the 
notion held in some quarters 
that oddballs and freak-outs con- 
stitute a dominant force in col- 
lege.

School Bows 
to Negro 
Militants

NEW YORK (AP) - Colum- 


bia University bowed today to a 
militant student protest that has 
disrupted campus life for four 
days and said it would suspend 
construction of a controversial 
gymnasium. 


But the few hundred—out of 


the 
Ivy League university's 


27,500 students—who carried out 
the protest continued to sit-in at 
five buildings, demanding am- 
nesty from punishment for. their 
demonstration. 


Columbia, 
hemmed 
in on 


three sides by predominantly 
white and residential Morning- 
side Heights, sits atop a bluff 
overlooking Harlem and the 30- 
acre Mornlngside Park. The 
gym would be built on two acres 
of the park, which separates the 
campus from the Negro commu- 
nity. 


Tha university's decision to 


suspend construction—made at 
the request of Mayor John V. 
Lindsay— came in an announce- 
ment by the university vice 
president, David B. Truman, be- 
fore a cheering crowd of 150 
white and Negro onlookers gath- 
ered in predawn chill on the 
steps of Low Memorial Library. 


Truman also said the entire 


university would be closed until 
Monday to permit further talks 
between the administration, fac- 
ulty and Lindsay, credited by 
many students with averting 
bloodshed during the protest. 


They apparently were hoping 


that the university also would 
yield to another major demand, 
amnesty for the demonstrators. 


President Grayson Kirk an- 


nounced Thursday that no am- 
nesty would be granted. He said 
such a concession would "de- 
stroy the whole fabric of the 
university community" by mak- 
ing a sham of the college rules. 


An 
hour .before 
Truman 


spoke, a double file of about 20 
plainclothes police, some car- 
rying nightsticks, pushad past a 
dozen 
faculty members sta- 


tioned before the library door. 


One woman was pushed to the 


ground and stepped on and a 
male French instructor was 
clubbed on the head.

Ball Named 
to Succeed

The sudden, surprise choice of 


Ball, 58, to succeed the retiring 
Goldberg was viewed in the cap- 
ital as fresh evidence that John- 
son had decided to make a de- 
termined effort during his last 
nine months in office to negoti- 
ate an end to the Vietnam war. 


Ball has made his criticisms 


of U.S. policy known particular- 
ly since resigning as undersec- 
retary of state in October 1966. 
Thus his willingness to return to 
government surprised Washing" 
ton circles as much as did John- 
son's decision to ask him bask. 


Reached Thursday evening by 


telephone in Mo.it Tremblant, 
near Montreal, Canada, where 
he is attending a conference of 
an independent group concerned 
with Atlantic community prob- 
lems, Ball said: 


"The President has removed 


himself from the nolitical arena 
so he can make decisions which
